BRINGS SUIT BASED ON 
CONTRACT WITH CECIL RHODES

The Princess, Who Is Just Out of 
Prison, Is Said to Be in Possession 


of Documents of the Highest Politi- 


cal Importance, Which She May 
Publish. 


LONDON, Nov. 3.— Princess Radziwill to- 
day issued a writ demanding $7,000,000 from 
Lord Rosebery, Earl Grey and Messrs, Al- 
fread Beit, Dr. Jameson, L. L. Mitchell and 
B. A. Hawksley, trustees of the estate of 
the late Cecil Rhodes, under an agreement 
alleged to have been made on or before 
June 2, 1899, between herself and Mr. 
Rhodes. 

This is a sequel to arrest and imprison- 
ment of the princess at Cape Town in 1902 
on the charge of forging Rhodes’ signature 
to billes for several thousands of pounds. 

The case, which doubtless will prove sen- 
sational, is expected to lead to many ex- 
posures. The friends of Princess Radziwill 
gay she possesses document of high political 
importance which were suppressed during 
the trial at Cape Town, and which will 
be produced in court, dealing with South 
African matters, particularly with the 
Jameson raid and the alleged complicity of 
former Colonial Secretary Chamberlain 
therein. 

The princess’ lawyers refuse to furnish 
particulars of her claim, but they assert 
that the document on which they have their 
claim is a regular contract, in writing. 


Princess Radziwill was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment by the supreme court 
of Cape Colony, April 30; 1002, for forgery 
in connection with notes purporting to have 
been indorsed by the late Cecil Rhodes. 
She was liberated from prison Aug. 11 last.

Assistant District Attorney Declares 


Witnesses in Naturalization Cases

ADOLPH FEIN. GOES TO TRIAL 


Charles Weissman, Who Is in Danger 
of Long Sentence, Will Testify 
Against Him. 

The trial of Adolph Fein, former secre- 
tary of the Hebrew Jefferson Club, who is 
under seven indictments on charges of par- 


ticipation in naturalization frauds, was be- 
gun in the United States District Court 


Tuesday morning. 


In his opening speech for the government, 
District Attorney Nortoni outlined the 
charges against Fein and declared that 
Fein and his associates had driven wit- 
<a for the prosecution out of St. Louis. 

Mr. Nortoni stated he would prove by 
witnesses that when bribes had failed to 
get Morris Blaske to leave the city, he 
was arrested at the foot of the elevator 
shaft in the Federal building while on his 
way to Nortont's office; was taken to a 
olice station and kept a prisoner for 22 
—— with the cooperation of Capt. Boyd 
of the Fourth District. 

All his, he said, was done to intimidate 
the witness and to keep him from testi- 
fying. 
. Nortoni announced his intention of 
proving that the defense had tried to hire 
witnesses to come to court for them in the 
case. 

He acoused Fein of taking part in the 
work mentioned and of swearing falsely 
in securing naturalization for others. 

It is expected that one of the strongest 


witnesses for the government will be Charles 


Weissman, who pleaded guilty Monday to 
the charges made in 12 indictments, each 
containing three counts, and is now at the 

of the court. 

understood that Weissman knows 
more about the work that was done in 
the naturalization fraud cases than any 
other one man. Under his plea of guilty 
he is liable to a fine of $36,000 and imprison- 
ment for 180 years, or for as great a part 
of that time as he may live. t is antici- 
pated that he will, in order to earn as 
much of a reduction of this sentnece as 8- 
sible, give interesting testimony against 
his confederates in the frauds.

POLICE ALLIED} 
WITH CRIMINALS 


Startling Condition in Chicago Re- 
vealed by the Probing Into 
Municipal Affairs. 


CHIEF OF POLICE IS BLAMED 


Charges Made in Public Statement by 
Officers of Citizens’ As- 


sociation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—William Kent of the 
Citziens’ Association, in a public statement 
charges the police of Chicago with an alli- 
ance with the criminals of the city. 

Without any qualifications he declares 
that police officers often ordered thieves to 
stenl and afterwards blackmailed them for 
a division of the profits. In some cases, 
he asserts, they shared in the actual 
crimes. 

Mr. Kent describes police methods in 
dealing with the vicious classes as à sort 
of union of terrorism and corruption.“ He 
laid the final responsibility at the door of 
the chief of police by stating that there 
was “no organized’ effort made to sup- 
press crime in Chicago.“ 

With Mr. Kent's spectacular accusations 
came the disclosure of much of the evi- 
dence the Citizens’ Association has collect- 
ed against William Piper and William 
Lewis, the deposed levee saloonkeepers 
and professional bondsmen, and against 
four of the five policemen suddenly trans- 
ferred last week, John Schweikert, John 
C. Kahoe, Jeremiah Collins and Thomas 
Flynn. 

A charge of robbery was also made 
against Policeman William. Jones of the 
T.wenty-second street station. 

Indictments were to have been asked yes- 
terday afternoon against these seven men 
by Attorney Hoyt King of the Citizens’ 
Association. Two charges of conspiracy 
and one of bribery were outlined for pre- 
sentation. 

The witnesses in all the cases were taken 
to the Criminal Court building in the after- 
noon, and Assistant State’s Attorney Har- 
ry Olson induced the jurors to defer their 
adjournment until the stories could be told. 
While he left the room to get the wit- 
nesses, however, the grandjury reconsidered 
its decision and voted not to hear the tes- 
timony on the ground that the life of the 
jury ended with the session and that it was 
too late to enter a new field of inquiry. 

The decision was not satisfactory to Mr. 
King, and it was determined that the 
Citizens’ Association should deliver a mes- 
sage to the public. 

Not only were the affidavits issued, but 
Mrs. Carrie Bird, the principal witness, 
last week before the City Council graft 
investigating committee and one of the wit- 
nesses who would have gone before the 
grandjury, was allowed to relate in detall 
the story of the persecution she says she 
suffered from grafting polcemen and toll 


collecting bondsmen. 

“We consider,” said Hoyt King, “that 
this woman's story is the link connecting 
the police with levee tribute taking. lt is 
a typical case and the entering of the 
wedge that will demolish a bold, colossal] 
system of official robbery.”

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SEEDS FOR ALL 
WhO WANT THEM 


The Largest Distribution Ever Made 
by the Government Is 
Being Made. 


YOUR 


ASK CONGRESSMAN 


Any One Can Have a Package Just 
_ Merely for the Trouble 
of Asking. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The largest con- 
gressional seed distribution ever made by 
Uncle Sam has begun. Within the coming 
three or four months over 1000 tons gf gar- 
den and field seeds will de distributed 
among the people of every state and terri- 
tory in the Union, at a cost of $270,000, 
the amount appropriated by the last Con- 
grees for this purpose. The total distri- 
bution this year will amount to about .- 
000,000 packages. 

Some important changes in the plan of 
conducting this distribution have been es- 
tablished by the department of agriculture 
this year. With a view of handling the 
seed to better advantage the country has 
been divided into six districts, and seeds 
and plants particularly adapted to each 
district will be distributed therein at an 
earlier time than heretofore. 

In years past much complaint has been 
made by the people of receiving seed too 
late in the season to be of particular good. 
The department has not been responsible 
for this condition, but the fault lay with 
the congressmen, who, to a large extent, 
were tardy in making out their lists for 
their quota. It is expected to overcome 
this condition by beginning the distribution 
two months earlier than has been the cus- 
tom in the past. 

There will be, as usual, a distribution of 
miscellaneous vegetable seeds, put up with 
five packets in a package, and each sena- 
tor, representative and delegate in Con- 
gress will have 12,500 such packages to his 
credit. 

The number of flower seeds allotted to 
each congressman has been increased to 500 
packages, and arrangements have been 
made whereby representatives having city 
constituents may exchange vegetable seeds 
for flower seeds, if they so desire. A special 
collection of flower sceds will be prepared 
for those having strictly city constituents, 
the varieties chosen being suitable for win- 
dow boxes, lots and small dooryards. 

The plan adopted last year of putting 
up special collections of cotton and to- 
bacco best adapted to the districts into 
which they are sent, will be continued. 
This work has proven very satisfactory 
as through it many valuable varieties have 
been distributed. Seventy packages, one 
peck each, will be sent to districts grow- 
ing cotton. In tobacco growing districts 
110 packages, containing five papers each, 
will be distributed. 

Each senator and representative will 
have to his credit 30 packages of lawn 
grass seed. The forage crop seed allotment 
has not yet been made, but will likely 
be made larger than heretofore. 

Sorghum and sugar beet seeds have not 
yet been alloted. These seeds will only be 
placed in sections of the country where it 
is possible to grow them. Bulbs will be 
allotted in 20 boxes containing seven bulbs 
each. The distrihution of plants, trees, and 
grape vines will be similar to that of last 
year, exgepting that the number of trees 
will be increased to 100 for each senator, 
representative and delegate. a.

Besides the distribution to constituents 
of Congressmen the department of Agri- 
culture is given an allowance for its own 
use. Over 700,000 M of vegetable and 
flower seeds will be sent to its country cor- 
respondents in the different states and ter- 
ritories who furnish the government with 
monthly crop reports. Over 800,000 papers 
and bags of vegetable, flower, an 
seeds will be sent to the state grange or- 
ganizations throughout the country. And 
then a large amount is to be sent to 
weather bureau observers and state ex- 
periment stations. 

Aside from the above distribution thou- 
sands of packages of foreign seeds 
plants, which are being introduced by the 
department's experts abroad, are sent out

ARRESTED MEN DISCLAIM 
PART IN HANGING NEGRO 


Violence and One Says He Entered 


Follow Fourteen Indictments. 


Eugene Hay, nephew of County Judge 


f Belleville, 
office of Sheriff Thompson in Belleville 
Tuesday and surrendered under an indict- 
ment brought by the St. Clair County 
| grandjury, charging him with complicity 
lin the lynching of David F. Wyatt. 

He furnished bond for $200 promptly and 
was not arrested. 

The fact that Hay was one of the in- 
dicted men occasioned surprise in Belle- 
ville. He is a member of one of the oldest 
and most prominent families in St. Clair 
County, and there had been practically no 
suspcion against him. 

Hay says his indictment is the result of 
a.mistake. He declares that he took no 
part in the lynching, or in any of the oc- 
currences that led up to it. 

“The only part that I took in it.“ he said 
to the Post-Dispatch, “was to go with 


James Willoughby to the telegraph office 
and wire to Sheriff Thomas, who had gone 


to Anna with an insane prisoner, that the 
lynching had occurred, and asking him to 
hurry back to Belleville as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

It must be that the indictment against 
me is in some way the result of a practical 
Joke. 

George Schopp was the first to be arrest- 
ed under the indictments, which are sup- 
posed to be aguinst 14 men. He was arrest- 
ted by Deputy Sheriff Klamm early Tues- 
day morning and taken to jail to await his 
release on bond. 


Says He Talked, 


but Did Nothing. 

Schopp is a railroad freight handler and 
lives in the vicinity of the jail.. 

“I was in front of the jail on the night 
of the lynching,” he said to the Post-

FOUNDER OF SUBURB DIES. 


Webster Groves Was Named in Honor 
of Benjamin F. Webster. 


After a residence of more than three 
4core years in St. Louis, during which he 
was prominent in the legal profession and 
active in movements looking toward the 
advancement of tne city, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Webster died Monday at his home, 4033 
Flad avenue, aged 69 years. He is sur- 
vived by three children—George B. Web- 
ster and Mrs. Roda W. Rickart of St. Louls 
and Mrs. Dr. S. H. von Ruck of Ashe- 
ville. N. C. The arrangements for the 
funeral will be completed after the arrival 
of Mrs. von Ruck Tuesday.

Wednesday with a swiftness that would 
ave not been equaled by the report of our 

Overnment’s declaration of war against a

Her opening number, the mad scene from 
Lucia di Lammermoor,’ was old, but 
Melba’s wonderful voice revealed in it de 
lights either fresh or forgotten since last 
this beautiful creation by Donizetti was 
heard. 

She appeared three times during the even- 
ing, and each time she was rapturously 
encored. Her voice retains all of that 
charm which years ago made Melba a 
great fame in song, and it remains, as 
many student critics have pronounced it, 
the most perfect voice in any human throat 
of today. At times it thrilled her hearers, 
und again it charmed and held in fascina- 
tion, always holding the great audience 
in a most perfect silence, as though 
every ear was straining against the 
possibility of any shade or tone getting 
away. She had a variety of accompani- 
ments, having first Mr. North’ flute, then 
the harp, in the end Miss Davies at the 
piano, and in her final encore, playing her 
own piano accompaniment. The scene from 
“Lucia di Lammermoor” was, of course, 
her principal piece. Afteritin importance 
came Gounod’s valse, Romeo and Juliet.“ 
Her other regular numbers were songs by 
Hahn and Tosti. The Tosti song was 4 
seranata written by the composer a year 
ago, when Melba was leaving Europe for 
Australia.

Important Decision of the Federal 
Court in the Whitfield In- 
surance Case. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. Nov. 3.—In a decis- 
fon in the United States District Court 
here, Judge John F. Phillips holds that 
insurance companies may enforce the anti- 
Suicide clause where such contract was 
entered into by the insured. 

The decision was in the cage of James 
Whitfield, a well-known newspaper writer, 
who killed himself. Whitfleld was insured 
for $5000, receiving a policy that contained 
@ clause specifying that $500 only should 
be recovere’ in case of suicide. Although 
the statutes of Missouri declare that in- 
surance companies may not make suicide 

defense in refusing to pay a policy, Judge 

hillipsa held that as the pleading of the

Though Bark Had Grown and Cov- 
ered Surveyor’s Marks, It Set- 
tled a Claim. 


Special to the Post-Diepatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 3.—A boundary 
dree biazed when the government was 
making the first survey of Mariposa Coun- 
ty, 27 years ago, and whose markings 
have long been practically obliterated, was 
discovered this week, after several months’ 
search, and the claims to valuable mining 
property near it were definitely settled. Al- 
though the bark had grown over the mark- 
ings, the letters and figures made by the 
surveyors were easily read on the inner 
surface of the bark when it was re- 
moved. 

When the first government map of Mari- 
posa was in preparation the surveyors 
marked the lines bounding sections and 
townships on trees. A blaze is made by 
chopping into the side of a tree, removing 
the bark and making the exposed sur- 
face smooth. On the tablet thus made 
the numbers of section, township and 
range are carved with an awl, and the 
tree thus serves for years as a guldepost. 

The particular boundary tree referred to 
was blazed B. T. S. 14, T. 38, R. lSe.” 
This meant “Boundary tree, section 14. 
township 3%, range 18 east. 

Years passed and a prospector went that 
way, located a claim, did a little develop- 
ment work and went away. As t seasons 
went on the bark grew over the blaze and 
later the fiber also grew out over the 
bruised place and healed the wound, leav- 
ing nothing but a seam on the bark. 

Not many years o the man who located 
the claim near the blazed oak returned to 
his hole, picked up a few rich specimens, 
put his claim on the market and soon 
afterward sold it. 

A company took hold and developed a 
splendid mine within‘ a few yards of the 
line anne, the claim from a neighborin 
property. hey pushed their work an 
uncovered a good ledge, en the persons 
owning the land adjoining them brought 
suit for ssion. 

They declared that the mine was on 
their side of the dividing line, holding 
that a mistake had been made as ta the 
line, and that the prospector had sold 
property that was not his. 

Maps, figures, estimates and surveyors 
were brought in as evidence. The court 
remained in doubt..

He is a half-breed and is 
known as “Charley” among his white as- 
sociates. 

He is highly intelligent and a graduate 
of the Carlisle College, where he played on 
the football team. 

Civilization has failed to subdue his riot- 
ous nature, however, and he bears the rep- 
utation of a trouble maker. 

Hearing that Sheriff Miller intended to 
stop the depredations of his hunting party, 
he sent word to the officer that he never 
would be taken. 

This trouble with the Sioux has been 
brewing for several years, and ie likely to 
be prolonged.

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PROTECT THE MILK SUPPLY. 

It is evident that a determined effort will be made to sub- 
stitute for the existing milk inspection law an ordinance whose 
provisions will make it impossible for the city authorities to 
effectively protect the milk supply against adulteration. The 
letter of Th. Lange, published in another column, shows what 
are the contentions of those dealers who are back of the pro- 
posed new law. 

Speaking for the milk consumers, who include thousands of 
helpless infants, the Post-Dispatch insists that any attempt to 
make milk inspection less effective than it now is should be 
resisted by the city legislators. 

The provisions of the present law mean adequate protec- 
tion. Milk allowed to stand without proper cooling becomes 
unfit for human food. Milk containing less than 3 per cent 
of butter fats is below the average and should be sold as 
skimmed milk. The use of preservatives and coloring matter 
is against public interest. Preservatives have been proved 
to be injurious to health and are not necessary in properly 
kept dairies. The use of coloring matter is a fraud on the 
consumer. Good milk needs no artificial coloring. Full quali- 
tative and quantitative analyses of every sample of milk in- 
spected would delay the work of inspection so that it would be

The remarkable aggregation of beef and 
speed combined that represents Old Eli will 
go into every game for the remainder of the 
season a pronounced favorite. 

Yale’s next hard engagement will be 
Nov. 14, when the Tigers of Nassau will 
line up against the blue. Princeton's show- 
ing against Cornell has given the partisans 
of that eleven hope; but it io based on alr, 
according to the prevailing impression here. 

Princeton has neither the tremendous 
bulwark of flesh to offer on defense, nor 
the terrible momentum of the Yale team 
on the offense.

GETTING READY FOR WEEKS 


Having Become Acclimated at Yale, 
They Will Tackle Cereals, 
Milk and Sugar, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 2.—To test 
the theory of a Yale professor that or- 
dinary mortals eat more food than is nec- 
essary, a squad of Uncle Sam's soldiers 
have made a peaceful invasion of this eity, 
and will remain for a year as the guests 
of Yale in an attempt to discover if l 
cents a day is all that is necessary to spend 
for food for the body of a working or 
thinking man. 

Dr. Russell H. Chittenden of the Shef- 
field Scientific School is responsible for 
these ideas and tests, and so confident is 
he that he will be able to prove what he 
thinks that he has convinced the army of- 
ficials of the value of giving them a thor- 
igh trial.

For some time unoccupied, it proved a 
suitable “barracks” and the little detach- 
ment of 20 men, under the command of a 
lieutenant and a sergeant, descended upon 
the city and took possess ion almost un- 
heeded. 


That the curious and unscientific public 
might not gain access to the methods em- 
ployed in putting Uncle Am's soldiers on 
what most people would call a ‘‘starvation 
diet,“ Dr. Chittenden cautioned the officera 
to strict secrecy.

Careful records of the physical accom-

account of their measurements and 
weights .are being kept for comparison 
with like record« to he made after the 
heroes have subsisted for months on Dr.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—With the excep- 
tion of the committees on ways and means, 
on mileage, on accounts and possibly that 
on rules, the membership of the house com- 
mittees for the Fifty-eighth Congress will 
hardly be announced before the Thanks- 
giving recess. Vacancies exist in many de- 
sirable chairmanships and intense interest 
is manifested in the selections to be made. 
With politics supposed to be the chief leg- 
islative contention during the next session, 
and with the minority bent on making is- 
sues out of the investigations which the ad- 
ministration has been conducting into the 
affairs of several executive departments, 
Speaker Cannon will, without doubt, bestow 
Great thought on the makeup pf the 
particular committees which have jerisdic- 
tion over the subjects investigated. 

The committee on postoffices and post 
roads calls for careful consideration; the 
committee in charge of Indian affairs is to 
be bereft of its chairman, if rumor is cor- 
rect that Representative Gherman of New 
York has decided to devote the major por- 
tion of his time to a New York company 
and will resign the chgirmanship that he 
may the better do so. In this case, Repre- 
sentative Curtis of Kansas, who has Indian 
blood coursing through his veins, will, in 
the order of precedence, fal] heir to the 
chairmanship.

Representa- 
tive James A. Hemenway of Indiana, who 
is slated for the chairmanship, ld third 
lace on the committee during the last 
ongress, being ranked by Gen. Bingham, 
the father of the House.“ The fatter, 
however, believing the needs of his Phila- 
Gelphis constituents dmand all of his en- 
ergies, declines to avail himself of this or- 
der of precedence and is un 
sume the added responsibilities o 
portant a chairmans ip. Mr. Hemenwa 
serving his fifth term in Co ess and is a 
stanch advocate of economy in government 
appropriations. He has a well-earned rep- 
utation for hard, corsctentious work in 
committee, handles himself well on the 
floor and commands the confidence and re- 
spect of his party associates, and the oppo- 
altion as well. Other than this, the per- 
sonnel of this committee will remain prac- 
tically intact. 

Ways and means will again be headed 
by Sereno E. Payne of New York, and its 
chairmanship carries with it the leader- 
ship of the House. Hopkins of Illinois, 
Long of Kansas and Newlande of Nevada, 
all members of the committee during the 
Fifty-seventh Congrese, have been promot- 
ed to the Senate, and a lively competition 
has developed for their desirable assign- 
ments. Great pressure hae been brought to 
bear on Mr. Cannon by the friends of the 
various condidates to gain for them the 
coveted honors. Richardson of Tennessee, 
another member of the committee and 
the House minority leader, has announced 
his intention of resigning his seat in Con- 
reés, and McClellan of New York, another 

mocratic member of ways and means, 

* candidate for mayor of Greater New 
York. 

Considerable opposition is manifested 
toward continuing Charles N. Fowler as 
chairman of the committee on banking 
and currency, but the ro speaker 
has given no intimation of his intentions 
in this direction. In view of Mr. Fowler's 
long service and his prominence in finan- 
cial legislation, it is thought that Mr. Can- 
non may deem it unwise to displace him— 
at least for the present. It is doubtful if 
there will be any material changes in the 
chairmanships of othér important commit- 
tees, for those now serving in those posi- 
tions are men of long experience, capable 
and conservative, and are known to pos- 
sess the confidence of the next speaker.
